Numerous administration officials 
have voiced dissatisfaction. with 
present price contro] methods, hold- 
ing them to be too slow to check 
an inflationary trend.

Petain Refuses 
To Give Laval 
Cabinet Post 


BERNE, April 3—(AP)—Mar- 
shal Petuin declined yesterday to 
take Pierre Laval back into his 
cabinet after talking to his for- 
mer foreign minister and vice pre- 
mier in Vichy, foreign diplomatic 
sources said today. 

Dispatches from Vichy made no 
direct mention of this issue, but it 
appeared Petain had avoided for 
the time being another step jn the 
direction of collaboration with Ger- 
many-—a_ policy championed by 
Laval. 

The suggestion Laval might be re- 
turned to the Vichy cabinet was ad- 
vanced first by Axis sources some 
days ago when it was disclosed he 
had been in conference with Petain, 

The secrecy surrounding a series 
of conferences be'ween Petain ana 
Laval was dispelled partially today 
by an announcement at Vichy in- 
dicating they had been reviewing 
the question of collaboration with 
Germany. 


STATEMENT ISSUED 

It was written by Laval and is- 
sued last night with the approval 
of the Vichy information secretariat, 
It said: 

“As initiator of the Montoire 
policy (when Petain met Hitler for 
his first collaboration talk), and 
considering that the external situa- 
tion of France is growing worse 
daily. I thought it my duty to have 
an interview with Marshal Petain. 

“Conversations have taken place 
between the chief of s‘ate and my- 


self, They ended today with the 
last interview at Pavillon Sevigne.”

“Is It Nothing To You?” 


Canadians today are joining with the 
hosts of Christendom to pay reverent 
honor to a great act of self-sacrifice, when 
the Son of God allowed himself to be tor- 
tured and killed for the sake of others. 
But while they are honoring the act they 
are bound to also ask themselves whether 
they are following the example in this 
time of grave national crisis, even to the 
point of incurring inconvenience and pos- 
sible danger for the sake of those who 
have the strongest of all human claims 
upon them.

The same 
could be said in Edmonton with equal pro- 
priety, for here also the response to the 
appeal for reserve recruits has been shame- 
fully inadequate. 

Two weeks ago it was announced that 
1,500 to 2,000 men were needed in Edmon- 
ton to fill out the home guards units. At 
the rate of enlistment thus far it would 
take six months to fill the gaps in the 
ranks. That is something which should 
cause embarrassment to every man in the 
city who is not in uniform and is of the 
required age and physical fitness. 

This appeal is particularly to married 
men, men who have wives and children to 
be protected, property to be destroyed, 
jobs which would vanish if an enemy raid 
should occur here. But the fact is that 
most of those who have answered the call 
in Edmonton have been boys under the 18- 
year age limit. 

What is the matter with the middle- 


aged men in Edmonton that they are ap-- 


parently unwilling to make the trifling 
sacrifice of a few hours in evenings and 
at the week-end to take training which 
would make them useful if the need came 
to defend their own homes, or if they 
were called upon to help resist an enemy 
attack on the British Columbia coast? 
Have they forgotten Hong Kong? Do they 
delude themselves that it couldn't happen 
here? Are they going to leave it to school 
hoys to protect their families and them- 
selves if protection should be required? 
This indifference is not in line with the 
Edmonton tradition, The city is being let 
down, and it is the middle-aged men who 
are doing it, not the young chaps. For 
while only a pitiful trickle of recruits has 
moved into the home defence units four 
or five times as many men have applied 
to join the Active army here. The older 
men should get in line and not wait to be 
drafted.

The Debate At Delhi 


The Sikhs promptly rejected the pro- 
posed self-government scheme for India 
because this would put them under 
either Moslem rule or Hindu rule, which 
they abhor with impartial warmth. One 
section of the Hindus rejected it because it 
would leave the Moslems free to govern 
themselves. The Moslem League and the 
Congress party withheld announcing their 
rejection in hope that some compromise 
plan might be offered. ~ 

So far from gaining acceptance of all 
factions, the proposal suited none. The only 
unanimity it produced was unanimity in 
declaring the terms to be unacceptable, 
and in censuring the British authorities 
for making such a suggestion, 

Whatever may come of the continued 
negotiations, this initial reception does not 
promise well for India. It shows that 
long-continued discussion of the home rule 
question has not created an atmosphere 
in which any sort of home rule scheme 
would have much chance of success, if 
even of survival. Race hostilities and sec- 
tional mistrust have evidently not grown 
less with the passing years and the innum- 
erable conferences, but only more active 
and more vocal. Any idea that the 
peoples of the whole country would by the 
alchemy of self-government be welded 
into a nation is obviously hopeless, and 
even the possibility of evolving a federal 
constitution which would be tolerable and 
workable seems remote. 

Should any arrangement be made it 
will clearly be a formal one, and due to ex- 
ternal menace. Such an arrangement 
might serve the temporary purpose of 
Setting all the groups, or most of them, in 
array against the Japanese. But it would 
lack the cementing influence of good-will 
and mutual confidence, without which 
peoples alien to each other in race, creed 
and political ideals cannot merge, if they 
can even live in peace under the same na- 
tional roof, . 

The question of immediate concern is 
how far such a bargain, should one be 
concluded, will enable India to defend it- 
self, The fate of those nations which only 
prepared at the eleventh hour to resist the 
Axis has not been a happy one. Indian sol- 
diers fight bravely, but so did the soldiers 
of Poland and Holland and France. It is 
now too late for India to make more than 
improvised preparations to meet the 
threatened onslaught. The real burden of 
its defence will have to be borne by Britain 
and the other Allied countries, for only 
from these sources can come the weapons 
without which a successful stand cannot 
be made against dive-bombers and tanks.

Daladier had the courage to tell the 
court at Riom that “Hatred of novelty, 
hatred of intellectual daring, and hatred 
of modernization paralyzed the French 
army” and resulted in its defeat. The 
unexpected happened when the presiding 
judge agreed with him.

The Japanese army which set out to 
traverse the mountains of New Guinea and 
capture Port Moresby had to beat a re- 
treat, not before opposing forces but 
before floods caused by early monsoon 
rains, If this means that the annual 
downpour in the monsoon zone is to start 
early, the advantage will be all with the 
Allies, who will thus gain time in which to 
strengthen their defences in Burma and 
India. Seventy inches of rainfall could 
mean more trouble for the Japanese 
jungle-waders than a few feet of snow 
meant for the Sears Russia. 


In Australia all single men between 
the ages of 18 and 45 and all married men 
between 18 and 35 have been ordered to 
report for military training. With the ex- 
ception of married men between 35 and 45, 
the whole manhood of the country is thus 
to be put under arms, up to the ordinary 
military age limit. If this shows how real 
the danger of invasion is seen to be, it 
equally shows the determination to resist 
by all the force that can be mustered. The 
Australian and Allied airmen have suc- 
cessfully held back the enemy on the ap- 
proaches to the island continent, and there 
is confidence that they will be able to do 
so indefinitely. But no chances are being 
faken on the Japanese making a break- 
Sit and landing an expeditionary 
orce,

Tobacco or cigars are taboo, 
streetcar fares as well; ice cream 
or soft drinks are out of the pic- 
ture. 

It is sheer slavery for a man 
to live on $30 a month. What 
about the $20 slaves?

Racial Taint 


If this decision on the part of | 


the Japanese to wage war in an 
outlaw fashion were the result of 
the cruelty and barbarity of any 
particular Japanese group or 
government, we might, with bet- 
ter grace, exclude the Japanese 
in Canada from our general con- 
demnation of the race. 

But it does not seem possible 
to do so, Much as we would like 
to think otherwise, we are driven 
by the facts to conclude that this 
bias towards barbarity, this de- 
liberate embracing of outlawry, 
is the consequence, not of any 
government policy, but of a racial 
taint that runs through all the 
Japanese people, 

We are forced to conclude that 
the treacherous attack on British 
and American possessions in the 
Pacific, under cover of a despic- 
able peace pretence, must have 
been known to numerous Japan- 
ese residents on this continent 
and to have had at least the tacit 
approval of hundreds of thous- 
ands of the Japanese people. 

The Japanese plans for war 
were made years before the 
actual attack, They must then 
have been more or less common 
knowledge in Japan. 

Unless the Japanese people en- 
dorsed this course of treachery, 
the secret could not have been so 
scrupulously kept, 


Must Be Guarded 


God forbid that we should, in 
the heat and passion of war, so 
lose our sense of justice that we 
would condemn any nation or 
race as wholly bad. 

But we cannot escape the con- 
viction that. somewhere in the 
Japanese race is a barbaric strain 
that makes them loathsome ani- 
mals in the fever of conflict. 

We do not argue that this 
strain cannot be bred out of them, 
that there is not much to admire 
and respect in the common Jap- 
anese when he is not absorbed 
in conquest and destruction, 

But we are convinced that this 
strain does exist somewhere in 
all Japanese blood. We would 
like to assume that it is merely 
latent in the Japanese in Canada. 
We cannot take the chance, under 
the distressing circumstances, of 
acting upon that assumption. 

The Japanese in Canada, then, 
must be closely and continuously 
guarded, We cannot afford to 
allow them liberties, :

genuity. 
Ink Shell 


Among the extraordinary ideas 
submitted was a concise design 
for an anti-aircraft shell, which 
was to be filled with ink, tar or 
any other analogous substance, 
in the belief that it would blot 
out the windscreens of Hitler's 
planes and cause the pilots to 
“fly blind.” 

A 21-year-old boy, well steep- 
ed in Jules Verne, sent in a plan 
for a tank modification. His de- 
signs were cleverly executed, 
a a paddle system which, 
in conjunction with a-caterpillar 
tractor, would enable a tank to 
keep going over snow or marshy 
ground. 

Every month the “back room 
boys” on Dr. Gough's staff pre- 
pare lists of all the proposals 
judged to have merit. These lists 
include a brief outline of the sub- 
ject matter of each proposal and 
are circulated for the informa- 
tion of the branches and estab- 


miralty, Aircraft Production, 
Home Security, and to the De- 
partment of Scientific and In- 
dustrial Research, where special- 
ists run the rule over them, 

A smoke-generator for protec- 
tive smoke screens was submit- 
ted by a man from one of the Do- 
minions, but was rejected at first 
on the ground that the meteoro- 
logical conditions of his country 
are different from those in Great 
Britain.

tests, as being too brittle. But the 
examiner subsequently made in- 
quiries as to the possible use of 
china as substitute material for 
other war weapons, including 
those used by the air forces. 

Many proposals for new types 
of machine guns have been ex- 
amined, Some of them received 
favorable consideration on merit, 
but were found on comparison to 
be inferior to existing guns of a 
similar kind. 

, Card Index 

A huge card index is kept at 
the Inventors Bureau in order 
that records of each proposal and 
its proposer may be turned up at 
a moment's notice. It also in- 


sures that in the event an idea 
is accepted, the priority rights of 
its originator are preserved, irre- 
spective of whether he has ap- 
plied for a protection certificate, 

The chart of invention submis- 
sion from 1939 to date shows the 
high water mark in the Dunkirk 
period. Shortly after the evacua- 
tion of the British Army, 6,910 
ideas came rolling in to the com- 
mittee, 

Somebody sent in (anonymous- 
ly) an idea for a “radio-acid” 
bomb.

The 
proposal for having “a bayonet 
fixed to the right foot for deal- 
ing with invading paratroops at 
close quarters” might have ap- 
pealed to those tough guys, the 
Commandos, but Dr. Gough’s ex- 
perts skeptically turned it down. 


“Man’s Mad” 


These “back room experts” re- 
present one of the lessons which 
Great Brtain learned from the 
last war. After the Armistice a 
pigeon-hole in a desk at the Wat 
Office was being cleared out, 
Among some dusty papers in the 
receptacle was a design for a 
tank, the inspiration of a Not- 
tingham plumber.

IMPRESSIVE CEREMONY 

Great pomp and ceremony accom- 
panies these services, The all-night 
service at the Russian church is in 
compliance with the time it was 
held in their fatherlands. 

Individuals gather prior to 11:30 
p.m., with a member of each house- 
hold bringing with him a specially 
prepared Easter basket of food. 
Prominently displayed in this 
basket are artistically designed and 
beautifully colored Easter eggs and 
a special loaf of braided bread. To 
these are added Such foods as saus- 
age, cheese loaf, greens, cold meat. 
horse radish, butter, salt and pepper, 


The Easter eggs are always a 


source of pride to the housewives 
who spend many hours designing 
them by using beeswax as the 
“ink” and 28 specially made 
cylinderical brass “pen”. These 
eggs are then colored in brilliant 
dyes, a process that requires both 
patience and fesourcefulness and 
artistic ability, 

All housewives seem to take the 
task of egg-writing as part of their 
household duty before Easter. Very 
often the work is done by several 
neighbors gathering at one home 
for one evening and other homes 
on following evenings, 


BRAIDED LOAF 

The braided loaf is made in vary- 
ing shapes and sizes. Circular 
loaves are sometimes centred with 

a quantity of cottage cheese. Others 
are sprinkled with poppy seed. Still 
others may be sweetened, This loaf 
is the symbol of the Easter meal. 
while the eggs are the symbols of 
spring. 

At the end of a service, lasting 
several hours this Easter basket is 
then “blessed” by the priest, taken 
home and served as the Easter day 
meal. No other food is to be taken 
to mouth on Easter Sunday before 
every member of the family par- 
takes in a helping of the “blessed” 
meal, 

DAWN RITUAL 

“Blessing” of the baskets in church 
is a ceremony that presents a spec- 
tacular picture. Just as the cast- 
ern horizon is beginning to lift, the 
hundreds of baskets are lined up 
side by side encircling the exterior 
of the church. 

The church retinue, consisting 
of procession bearers, the priest, 
his aides, and the choir, parade 
around the church three times, 
chanting “Christ has Risen.” Upon 
the third trip every basket is 
“blessed” individually while the 
owner holds a burning candle 
above the food, 

A brief but very cheery service 
is held Sunday afternoon when all 
gather in the church yard during 
the afternoon to exchange Easter 
greetings. 

TOLLING BELLS 

For hours prior to the brief ser- 
vice, church bells keep ringing 
intermittently and the folks ex- 
change greetings in the church 
yard. Elderly women offer to minors 
and relatives a small Easter loaf 
and Easter egg, as a token of thank- 
fulness that Christ has risen. 
Younger ones offer their exchanges 
in a competitive fashion by testing 
the strength of shells of their Easter 
eggs. Ends of the eggs are struck 
together, and the owner of the suc- 
cessful egg collects the broken one. 

Significant feature of the Easter 
meal is the presence of food that 
had not been eaten during the 
seven-weeks’ Lenten period. During 
this period the meals are not to con- 
sist of anything that is a product 
or bi-product of animals. 

As a result, all meats, dairy pro- 
ducts, and fats are eliminated for 
the duration. Lard and butter are 
taboo. All greasing is done with 
mazola oi] or shortening. 

The main dishes consist of vege- 
tables and fish. On Easter Sunday 
the Lenten period has ended and 
meat in the form of sausage and 
cold roasts is back on the menu. 
Cheese and butter are also back. All 
these dishes prove to be extremely 
tasty after a seven-weeks' absence 
from the family table. 

DAILY SERVICES 

Church services, all bearing 
special significance appropriate for 
the occasion of the anniversary of 
Christ having risen, are held daily 
commencing Thursday night and 
ending Tuesday forenoon. Each 
day's service bears a special signi- 
ficance, 

With the Orthodox Easter and the 
more universal Easter falling this 
year on the same date hundreds ot 
Edmontonians will no doubt com- 
bine the two by adding hot-cross 
buns and chocolate eggs to their 
own traditional braided loaf and 


colored eggs for an Easter week end |!

EW YORK, April 3—(BUP)—The conversion of Detroit from an automobile capital 


into an arms center is proceeding at an eventful clip, but at least one of the motor city's 
major corporations is strangely out of step. 


It is neither re-tooling nor expanding. 


In- 


stead of preparing for a healthy boom, it is battening hatches against a depression. 


The corporation referred to is 
the Detroit Tiger baseball club, 
a team which will join the 1942

Purpose of reaffirming the law of 
gravity, Twe years ago the Tigers 
were up, Last year they started 
down, Today they still are de- 
cending and unless parachutes are 
Provided they may drop out of 
sight. . 

Detroit's factories are so busy that 
old machinery is being carted to 
vacant lots and abandoned for the 
duration to make way for the new 
projects, Well, owner Walter Briggs 
has given the Tigers the same 
treatment, He is busy with war 
orders so he just handed the club 
over to general manager Jack Zcl- 
ler—lock, stock, barrel and problem 
child Bobo Newsom. 

Zeller went to work with his 
hatchet immediately. The club 
tumbled from first to a tie for 
fourth in the space of a year, and 
Zeller has ‘amputated salaries ac- 
cordingly. Newsom was slashed 
from $32,000 to $12,500, Rudy York 
from $18,000 to $9,000 and a possible 
bonus, and the others dropped in 
the same proportion, Only Al Ben- 
ton got a raise.

has been act aside to assist students 
of good ability, who lacked the nec- 
essary money, to complete their 
university training. 

“Representations have been 
made to the Dominion authorities 
te have this student-aid program 

expanded te include students in 
training and teaching. No stu- 
dents desirous of entering Normal 
school for either of the courses 
oullined in this announcement 
should give up the idea because 
of lack of money without first 
Inquiring of the department as to 
whether any assistance is avail- 
able for this purpose. 

“The department expects to have 
full information as to the student- 
aid program for 1942-43 by May 15.” 

Referring to the difficulty the de- 
partment of education is facing in 
obtaining teachers, Premier Aber- 
hart said that parents, teachers and 
school superintendents could co- 
operate with the department by en- 
couraging as many High school stu- 
dents as possible to enter the Nor- 
mal schools or College of Education 
this year. 


WOMEN TEACHERS 

“Women teachers, especially, can 
make a patriotic contribution to an 
essential public service by remain- 
ing in their class-rooms during 
1942-43,” the premier said. 

Opening of the Normal schools 
has been advanced in order that a 
group of trainees may complete a 
two-month period of preliminary 
training and be ready, if Sa a 
for rural teaching on October 4. 

This second group of trainees, to- 
gether with the first group from the 
summer Normal school will provide 
teacherg during the fall term for 
schools that are without teachers. 
These two groups will return Janu- 
ary 4 to Normal schools and com- 
plete their year’s training on May 
21, 


OTHER GROUPS 

A third group will leave the 
Normal schools a: the beginning of 
January to take the places in rural 
Schools of trainees from the first 
two groups who are returning to 
| their courses; the third group will 
teach until about the end of March, 
| 1943, and then return to the Normal 
| senools, Therefore, a fourth group 
| will be released for service in 
schools until] June, 

Every high school student who, if 
successful in all of the subjects of 
his year’s program, will have com: 
pleted by June, 30, 1942, all of the 
requirements tor a high-school di- 
ploma, and who has any intention or 
expectation of seeking admission to 
an Alberta Normal school, is urged 
to write on the general test, the 
test in English language and the 
survey test in mathematics and 
science which are required for ad- 
; mission to the Normal schools, and 
which will be conducted on Mon- 
day. June 1, at all departmental ex- 
amination centres of the province. 
Candidates on these tests will be 
used by the department and Nor- 
mal school staff in selecting the 
group who will begin their training 
at the summer Normal school on 
July 2, and also in selecting the 
successive groups of trainees that 
will be sent out to rural schools. 


THE EDMONTON SUMMER 
| NORMAL SCHOOL 

From all the candidates seeking 
admission to the Normal schools 
who on June 1! write on the general, 
language and survey tests, a group 
of approximately 135 will be select- 
ed and admitted to the Edmonton 
Summer Normal schoo] for teach- 
er training. On Thursday, July 2, 
they will begin their cpurse in the 
Garneau School, Edmonton, under 
the direction of the principal, Dr. G. 
S. Lord, and a special staff of in- 
structors. This group will have a 
two months’ period of preliminary 
training and be ready for service in 
rural schools on August 31. After 
teaching until Christmas, the 
trainees will continue their Normai- 
School attendance, eithes at Ed- 
monton or Calgary, on January 4, 
1943, and complete their year's 
training on May 21, 1943. 


ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS 

Requirements for admission to 
the Normal schools, 1942: 

The age requirement is such that 
candidates will attain the age of 18 
years on or before June 30, 1943. 

High-School Standing: A high 
school diploma, with an attainment 
of at least 100 credits, and an at- 
tainment rated “B” or higher in 
each of the following subjects of 
the program of studies for the high 
school: English 1, 2 and 3; Social 
Studies 1, 2 and 3; Health and 
Physical Education 1; Algebra 1; 
Geometry 1; Physics 1 or Chem- 
istry 1; Biology 1 or Biology 2. 

Tests: All admissions to the Nor- 
mal schools shall be provisional 
only. 

All candidates will be eapected 
to have taken the geners!, lan- 
guage and survey tests on June 1. 
Any who have net dene se will 
be required to take these tests at 
the beginning of the Normal 
school term. 

At the beginning of the Normal

methods, but advises it is better to 
bid slam directly than to confuse 
the issue by artificial bids. «¢ 


Pass 
Opener—¥ 2. 


Today's hand and bidding 
quoted from the book. : 

(On the bid of ihree diamonds) 
“While a 6-card suit is generally 
rebid before a 4-carder is shown, 
it is necessary to find a forcing 
rebid here. The bid generally shows 
five honor tricks.” 

(On the bid of six hearts) 
“Since a rebid after a force is al- 
ways trustworthy, the 3-spade re- 
sponse guarantees a fully biddable 
suit, It follows that the heart suit, 
which is lower-ranking, must be at 
least five cards long. Since the 
opener is not interested in aces the 
6-bid is made directly...” 

The opening lead is won by the 
ace of trumps. A club is led to the 
ace and a low club returped for 
North to ruff. A trump lead is won 
by the king and another club ruf- 
fed. Dummy gets back with a dia- 
mond to lead another club, ruffed 
by North's last trump. 

North must take the precaution 
of cashing the spade ace now, on 
which South discards the two of 
diamonds. Then a deamond lead 
puts South in to lead the long clubs. 

West may take his queen of 
trumps whenever he pleases. He 
cannot interfere with declarer's 
plan of play.

NO PERFECTION 

“One hundred per cent. absolute 
security to my mind is impossible,”

invasion proof and raid proof. If 
an enemy is strong and resolute 
enough he can always give you 
trouble. 

“And I don't even say, at the mo- 
ment, our defences are adequate. 
They will never be adequate in the 
sense we will be satisfied with 
them.” 

Mr. Power said there was no such 
thing as building up a ring of steel 
against enemy attack and he point- 
ed out the British had been able 
to réach Berlin and the Germans 
had been able to reach London. 

“There has been great improve- 
ment in the defences we have. 
They're not perfect and won't be 
for some time. We are getting air- 
craft and will get more. We will 
have immensely more aircraft in a 
very short time.”

More Controls 


OTTAWA, April 3—(CP)—Jack 
Canuck and his wife, dancing 
along on a spending spree with 
the cash registers pealing a song 
of triumph, were fess popular 
than usual with the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board today.

since price controk wes imposed.

“There is enough to go around 
if everyone is reasonable, That 
applies to everything Canadians 
Need to buy. But obviously, if the 
rush of buying continues without 
check there will not be enough 
and costly and. restrictive ration- 
ing will have to come.”

Britain Thinks 
Japs Planning 
Soviet Attack 


By EDWARD W. BEATTIE 

LONDON, April 3. — (BUP)— 
Great Britain is convinced that 
Japan will attack Russia this 
apeing at the same time Germany 
huris “the most appalling offens- 
ive in history” against Russia in 
the west, diplomatic quarters re- 
ported today. 

Some quarters believe the Ger- 
mans will attaek the British in 
Libya coincidentally in a drive for 
Suez. 

Growing belief that Japan would 
attack Russia was strengthened by 
conviction that so long as Russia 
remains unbeaten and a constant 
threat, Germany can never extricate 
the great bulk of its army for either 
defensive or offensive operations 
elsewhere, 


SHIPPING FACTOR 

This would mean that Germany 
would have to look forward to the 
time when Great Britain could in- 
vade the continent to form a real 
second front, 

It was admitted here that this 
time was not near. Diplomatic in- 
formants said that if for no other 
reason the present strain on Allied 
shipping was too great to permit 
an attempt to land large forces on 
the continent. 

“We can do nothing more than 
bomb and raid until the United 
Nations are able to land a large 
army,” an informant said. “But 
when that time comes you can be 
sure that it will be a pretty well 
Prepared attack.” 

This informant warned that the 
Allies are likely to suffer setbacks 
for some time and. said regarding 
the battle of the Atlantic: 

“Germany by Christmas probabiy 
will be using twice as many sub- 
marines as are now operating at 
sca.” 

RUSSIA INFORMED 

Diplomatic quarters expressed be- 
lief that Russia had been fully in- 
formed of Britain's belief, based on 
“information from trustworthy 
sources.” that Japan intends to at- 
tack her this spring. 

Spokesmen urged that the Uniied 
Nations do all they could in the 

Pacific to draw off forces which 
Japan might use against Russia 
while Britain continues mass aerial 
attacks on Germany and makc¢s 
frequent commando raids on the 
continental coast. 

There was no comment here on 
reports that Russia might have 
weakened her powerful Far East- 
ern army (q strengthen her frout 
against Germany and it was not 
known whether Japan had drawn 
cn its Manchukuo army for ser- 
vice elsewhere. 

Both the Russian and Japanese 
armies in the Far East are semi- 
autonomous and big. Throughout 
the years in which it has been bog- 
ged down in China, Japan has 
maintained its best troops in Man- 
chukuo,
